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ANTONOV, Rostislav, Lvovich, later changed to SliELALIN, Sergei Lvovich, 
vos ;orn on 30 Novan. er 1920 in Leningrad, UjSR. Subject legally chan^d his 
name from ANTONOV to SHif ALIN in June 1950 at "Amt fur Kriminaltecbnische 
Statistik” in Munich, Germany, and is currently using this name. In order to 
avoid forced reparation to the i'JSli he used the nam,» of Sergji Freulich for 
several weeks in hay or June 19L5* 

From September 1929 to June 1937* subject attended the llith Kiddle School 
which was located at Kohovaya Ulitsa 26, Leningrad, USSR. Upon completion of 
the 7th year at this school the w^.ole class was transferred to the loth Kiddie 
School which was also located on Lohovaya Ulitsa. Subject completed his eighth 
year here. The ninth and tenth year of schooling was completed at the 28th 
Middle School on Kirochnaya Ulitsa, Leningrad, USSR. Subject was graduated 
from the 10th grade with the highest grade in a class of approx. 30 students and 
received the Zolotoy Atistat. In September lp 39 he enrolled in the Leningrad 
Electro -Technical Institute and studied here for three months. At this time he 
became eli *ible for the draft during the Finnish War, and in order to avoid 
military service in the Infantry*, subject enrolled in the 3rd Leningrad Artillery 
School in November 1939- Subject remained in this school till September lplfl. 

The 3rd Leningrad Artillery School was located in a large compound (1 city block) 
at Viborg and Kaberezhnaya St., Leningrad. During the sumr.er this school went 
into the field at Luga aoprox. 110 or 120 >1: southwest of Leningrad. During the 
summer of 1°J:1, while in the field with the school, subject took wart in several 
battles. 

In Seotamber 19^1 subject was graduated from this school as a Lt. 

In September 19l*l suo.iect was transf orre/to Moscow thence to Alabino approx. 
30 KM southwest of Moscow. At Albino subject took a snort course in rocket 
artillery. This course lasted from Stptember to November 19i*l. While taking this 
course, 7 regiments of rocket artillery ware formed hare. Subject was assigned to 
the 5th Guards Rocket Launching Regiment. This regiment was broken up into 3 
companies. Subject was assigned to the 2nd separate company. This company was 
sent to the front at Kharkov and remained there till December 1?U1. Subject 
was Chief of Staff of Company* Hq. and was promoted to Sr. Lt. in Dec. 191*1. He 
remained as Chief of Staff till the summer of 191*2. In the summer of 191*2, sub- 
ject assumed command ox* the jvd Separate Guards Rocket Launching Company and was 
promoted to Captain. He received the Red Star/ for action near Kupyansk on the 
Don. In 15 Aug. 191*2, while crossin- the Don River at Perepolny village, sub- 
ject took his division across the river through the German lines and engaged the 
/German tanks. Subject was in a oarn when a German tank hit the barn and he was 
^ buried in the debris. The Germans rescued him and took him to the Hq. 01 the 
German division. From Divi Hq. at place of capture, he was transferred to Army 
Hq. at Kharkov, then to Vinnilza near the Kumanian-Polish border in the South 
Ukraine. Subject was placed in an Interrogation camp and immediately got 

acquainted 
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acquainted with Vlassov. Approx. 30 selected Pur's were at this camp. 1 

Subject remained at this camp for one month. While at this camp, Vlassov 
discussed with subject the possibility of formation of a Russian army to 
fi^ht against the Comr.iun.i3ts. In Nov. Iph2 Shebalin and 7 or 5 other FW's 
wore transferred to a Pw camp at iiammelburg, north of Nurnborg near Rosen- 
heim. Subject remained here till January l°h3* In January 1°1>3 ho was 
assigned to a glass factory zl Furl-ia-wald as a common laooror. In April 
or Hay subject was transferred to Loutzin in bast Prussia. Here the for- 
mation of the Russian Amy was in pro resr. Subject was assigned as Chip? 
of Personnel. Vlassov arrived here in ..ay 1^3 ana a few days 1? tor de- 
parted for Berlin. While at tnis camp Vlassov notified subject that he 
was to be Vlassov* s Adjutant. A few days after Vlassov 1 s departure for 
Berlin subject was ordered to report to Vlassov in Berlin. 

Shortly after subject's arrival in Berlin, Vlassov took him on a 
speaking tour in German occupied USSR. Thi3 trip lasted approx. 3 weeks. 

In June 19U3 subject returned to Berlin. 

The Germans turned over c villa in Berlin at ? Kibitzweg as Vlassov* s 
quarters. The organization ol the Russian Army becan here. From 191*3 to 
Feb. loi»5 the Hq. was located in Berlin. During subject's stay in Berlin he 
met Goebbels, Ribentrop, Gojring, Donets Raeder, KimrJLer. All meetings were 
official, and subject was present because ho was Vlassov' s adjutant. In 
March 19^5 subject was transferred to Karlsbec Seudetenland. Here he con- 
tinued this position as adjutant to General Vlassov. 

While still in merlin subject mot Uiia VCRC..K0, who was brought to 
Germany by thi German Armj\ Subject vantea to marry Ulia V0R0WK0 but due 
to very strong objection of General Vla3;;ov the marriage never took place. 

Vlassov' s Hq. remained in Karlsbad for approx, two weeks. From Karlsbad 
the Hq. was moved to Kozoyedy, Czech., 60 K M west of Prague. Vlassov* s Hq. 
was based here with the 1st Russian Div. of the German Army. 

In Kay I9li5 subject was ordered by Vlassov to go as Vlassov' s representa- 
tive to the U.S. Army Hq. at Pilsen, Czech. Vlassov wanted subject to request 
permission from the U.S, Command to let Vlassov 1 s division through the U.S. 
lines. Subject conferred with the Deputy Chief of Staff of the U.S. forces, 
name unknown. The Col. informed subject that the div. could come through as 
Fa's. Subject returned to Vlassov's Ho., reported the offer and again returned 
to the U.S. Army Hq. This time VLASSOV came with him. During the second visit 
the U.S. Army C.3., through a representative, offered to let Vlassov's division j 

be safely conducted through the U.S. linos with the following stipulation. All 
members of Vlassov's division were to put on civilian clothes and make their ' 

way into Germany. Once in Germany they would then be on their own. Vlassov 
refused this offer.

to the IMS. forces. The surrenders wore in small rrouna, not on masse. 

On the way to the r.s. Army hq . Vlassov 1 s automobile convoy was 
stooped by a Soviet unit a:vj thw party was placed under arrest. Two of 
the cars in tnis convoy made a 'etaway. subject was in one of those 
cars. As soon a3 subject ~ot to the IMG. lines ho was given provisions 
and furnished transportatio * to a wooded section of the country approx. 

33 IC east o the Gorman uordor at liisenbur". f iho Americans trans- 
ported subject and six other Mas so v Army members through the Soviet 
linos in a covered truck. 

Subject and ths rest of tho ^roup made their way through the 
wood3 to tile IMS. Gone German oorder. '13ic border was crossed near 
£iconbur~. from Eisenbor; subject ;j a »i t to Dog -endorf . lijre a German 
scncol teachor issued false identity .'apers to suojoct. This idontity 
paper list* su;j-jct as a Jormar. school teacher and was made out in the 
name of f’rohlich, Scr f 3. fro:-. Derr endorf source v, ;nt to fraunstein 90 
KM S£ of Munich, fro*;.. Traunstein subject want to Ker.pton. Upon ai-rival 
at Kerpten subject re? is tore a at the Viittolsbach -.v Schuio, a whito 
Russian refuse, center. Her. suoject used the name of Si-M^AIIM. Two 
sets of documents wer.; issued, one in the nsmi of ShoUUilh, tne second 
n the nar.e of AMVCfCV. 5ueJ -'t spent approx, one w.‘.tk in this canp aid 
departe.- for Kalten-ach in the 1.3. Zone, Austria. The reason for this 
trip v;as to locate Mia, nis girl xriena from berlin. Soon after locating 
Ulia YCRC..K0, both cl them ueprxte.. for Ksmuten. Upon arrival at Kempten, 
"0KG..M0 received papers in Ihj narc of Ai.'VCi.CVA and lived as his common- 
law wife. Dus to the fact that the IMS. authorities began to turn over 
USSR citizens to the Soviets, subject and his coranon-law wife escaped to 
Kavonsburg, Yangon, and several o trier cities in tho french Zone of Ger- 
many. Approx, five days wore spent in the french Zone, then they re- 
turned to Kempt on. After a two day stay in the woods adjacent to Kemp- 
ten, subject secured c. roo at d 6 brchgasse Str. Kempten. Subject and 
VOKOi.KO resided at this address till the winter of 19h6. While hare sub- 
ject made his living on the local black market. In the winter of I9h6 
Ulia AKTC.iCYA noe YOMOhKA departed for Munich. Scon aft jr, subject 
followed to Munich and they met in the vicinity of the German Museum. 
Subject was arrested by the Mr’s curin'* this rendezvous. The reason 
for the arras t was that Ulia A.*TG.,G7A inxorr.ee the police that subject 
was a Russian hazi and served as Vlassov' 3 adjutant. Subject was con- 
finea in the Police Presidium in Munich for 3 days. Prior to Ulia 
AiTOiGVA's departure from Ker.pten, she informed the Kempten police that 
her billets were broken into and her belongings wore stolen. Hie Kempten 
police upon investi ation determined thtt nothin; of the sort had occurred*

by tho German Criminal rolice. The charge was ooscersion oi three sets ol 
identity documents in throe diiler-ivt nemos with the same photo and the 
receipt of ration cards on truse false documents. Subject explained the 
situation to the eolice and was released without tiial. Here subject de- 
stroyed oil the iu entity curds except tiu on; In tho naiiu of SHS.JJX;. 

At the end of l r L7 tho suoj3Ct and his wife moved to rlircerhorst, 
I'.eifcsingen, and are stil- rosid.n tuoro. Here a :ain subject's chief oc- 
cupation was .lack market. In Au ;ust l n hb subjoct opened a sroco'-y store 
(Lebensnittol) a.."- is still the proprietor. 

In oho fall o:* lpl:6 subject's house was searched by IJS :IC. hotiiiir- 
was found.

Subject was not a naaoer of SbGhR but JHCOY told 
him that if any Am;ric c:vj aekea niro if ho was a . .eniar, ho was to reoly in 
the affiroa Live, as one had to bo a ujsicer in order to be employed by this 
or ‘animation. Subject’s mission was to or^aiize a oalioon-launcniri : op- 
eration ior uhe purpose of launciiin*: balloons rcro3s the border ' nto the 
Soviet Zonj, Germany. Subject di the ground work on this project, out 
nothin'-* ca r ;e of it t cause o: lack o funds. After this, DXKCV asked 
subject to organise r network of a ;ents to penetrate the Soviet £one of 
Germany. This net v.ws or yantueu a:ci du to lack of lunas nothin** came of 
it. 
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For the past 2 mor.tns subject has be^n devoting ail of his time to 
the operation of ir grocery store in I.csnmingen. Subject is very anxious 
to secure employment with a l. .. agency which is concerned \<lt h any type of 
intelligence activity.

Hold same position at last contact with ShEHAtL,. Had one son (step- 
brother to SKE ALU): VIACIi^iAY, Lvovich Antonov. 3or,£n in lplij , in 

Leningrad. Attended Chim r'ak (Chemical Facultct) . Did not complete 
Ch'jn Fok. While at the University ho fulfilled his military obliga- 
tions by attending sumner Military camp. Was arrested onco in 1937 
or 36 for political activities, lie belonged to a 3ecret political 
group. His mother was able to prove that ho was insane (his stuttering 
helped) and charges were threfore dropped. This political group was 
headed by one Ivan IVANOVICH (Last WAHL I’uK Owl.) and was working with 
the German Intelligence. Ho 9 Char information available. This organ- 
ization distributed leaflets (propaganda) . Leaflets were on good 
quality paper so SriElAidM presumes they v;ere brought in from a foreign 
country. Leaflets carried the following messa/e: “Hitler will soon 

come and life will be outtor“) This organization once hung a Nazi flag 
(during the night) on a buildirt ; in Leningrad in I036. This flag remained on 
the building till noon of the following day. In I9I1I he was drafted 
and sent to a Navigation Sccool of the USSR Air Force. No contact since 
his entry into the service.
